Major Differences Between Senior PROM Version 2.0 and Previous Versions. 

Here is a Iwief overview of the new features available in the Senior PROM version 2.0: 

The ability to boot any 64k program and interrupt it, then boot another 64k program 
and exchange between using either program instantly, and as much as desired. This 
allows you to swap between PihjDOS and DOS 3.3, or between a database and grajMcs 
instantly and as often as needed, for example. 

The ability to interrupt a program in RAM, examine a disassembly of exactly where 
in memory the program was running and all the registers, and restart the program. 
This is invaluable for finding where in memory a routine is running (such as a nibble 
count). 

Disassembly any location in memory between $200-BFFF including "volatile" memory 
(text peige 1 and the keyboard buffer), and restart the [H*ogram. 

Examine the "Stack" and restart the fwrogram. This provides information on how a 
program got to the location it is currently running by displaying the return addresses 
of called subroutines. 

Alter memory from $0O-BFFF, and restart the program. This allows you to interrupt 
a program, change memory, and restart it to examine the effects. 

After interrupting a program, force it to restart at a specified address without 
disturbing any memory. This enables you to see exactly what effects a subroutine has 
on the program. 

"Hot Print" the contents of text page 1. After interrupting a program you may print 
the exact contents of text page 1 on your printer, and then restart the program.
